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INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria, 
New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  Town  officials.  Our  responsibili- 
ty is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and 
Covertimental  Auditing  Standards  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  provisions  of  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A-128,  "Audits  of  State  and 
lx)cal  Governments".  Those  standards  and  OMB  Circular  A-128  require  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are 
free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  support- 
ing the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing 
tlie  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  Town  officials,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  cur  audit  provides  a 
reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1 ,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  which 
should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that 
should  be  included  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1 ,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues  in  its  General  and 
Property  Tax  Agency  Funds  which  were  not  received  in  cash  within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as 
is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  offi- 
cials believe,  and  we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this  accounting  principle,  which  would 
result  in  a  decrease  in  the  General  Fund  balance  from  $193,779  to  ($105,135),  would  give  a 
misleading  impression  of  the  Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  financial  statements  described  in  the  third 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  in  all 
material  respects  the  financial  position  of  the  fund  types  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of 
Alexandria,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1990  and  the  results  of  operations  and  cash 
flows  of  its  non-expendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supplemental  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of  con- 
tents are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire.  Such  information 
has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Meetings  were 
held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of  each  month  with,  as  far  as 
it  was  feasible,  the  third  Wednesday  being  reserved  for  considerations 
of  new  sub-divisions. 

Applications  should  be  made  at  least  15  days  before  the  third 
Wednesday  of  each  month. 

We  thank  our  retiring  vice-charman ,  Orville  Burr  for  the  work  and 
dedication  he  extended  to  the  Board. 

In  April  our  clerk  found  it  impossible  to  fulfill  her  duties  as 
clerk  due  to  her  work  schedule  and  in  accepting  Laura  Plummer's 
resignation  on  the  1st  of  May,  we  wish  to  thank  her  for  her  many  hours 
of  dedicated  work. 

Much  time  and  energy  is  still  being  expended  on  partially  "Grand- 
fathered" sub-divisions.    Some  of  these  present  difficult  problems  to 
resolve  but  hopefully  resolutions  will  be  found.    Several  roads  have 
been  reviewed  this  year.    Two  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  and  will 
be  on  the  warrant  at  Town  Meeting.    7  sub-divisions  comprised  of  37 
lots  have  been  acted  upon  this  year.    Several  pre-applica tion  consul- 
tations have  been  held.    This  last,  we  feel  is  a  valuable  effort, 
giving  the  Board  more  input  when  finally  application  is  made,  thereby 
reducing  the  possibility  of  misunderstanding  later  in  the  process. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  was  consulted  on  3  different 
occasions  this  past  year. 

We  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  that  access  permits  for 
driveways  or  other  access  are  reguired  and  are  available  from  our 
Clerk,  Bobbie  Gibb  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.    We  would  also  like 
to  say  that  we  do  not  mean  to  be  a  restrictive  Board, using  only  the 
minnimum  authority  granted  us  by  regulations  and  for  the  purpose  only 
of  reducing  ultimate  cost  to  the  town.    We  welcome  all  of  your  thoughts 
from  all  of  you  regarding  planning  matters  in  the  town  of  Alexandria 
at  any  time.    Please  feel  free  to  let  us  know  your  thoughts.

TO  REPORT  A  FIRE  IN  ALEXANDRIA  DIAL  524-1545:  Give  the 
dispatcher  the  exact  address  location  of  the  fire  and  vrtien 
possible,  remain  on  the  telephone  line  so  further  information  can 
be  obtained,  if  needed. 

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  experienced  its  busiest 
year  on  record  responding  to  a  total  of  52  incidents. 

Other  activities  included  adopting  and  implementing  the  NH  Fire 
Incident  Reporting  System,  updating  our  By-laws  v^ich  included 
creation  of  a  Cadet  Fire  Fighter  position,  with  Jamie  Platts 
becoming  our  first  Cadet  member. 

The  AVFD  hosted  a  certified  Fire  Fighter  Level  I  training  program 
developed  by  the  National  Fire  Academy  with  seven  of  our  members 
now  certified.  New  TV  and  VCR  equipment  was  purchased  for  the 
fire  station  to  enhance  fire  service  training  and  continuing 
education. 

The  Department  was  fortunate  to  be  gifted  with  a  used  portable 
pump,  a  used  K-12  gasoline-powered  rescue  saw,  and  other  assorted 
equipment  from  Vcurious  sources  and  generous  individuals. 

The  most  outstanding  generosity  came  from  the  men  of  the 
Portchester  NY  Fire  Depaortment  with  their  gift  of  a  used  1958 
Ward  LaFrance  Pumper.  The  truck  is  in  excellent  condition  and 
will  soon  be  placed  in  service  after  some  modifications  to  suit 
it  for  rural  fire-fighting  duty. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for  their  untiring  support 
and  dedication,  and  the  people  of  Alexandria  for  their 
contributions  throughout  the  yeaar.

1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service 
as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of 
fires.   Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children 
and  smoking  materials.   450  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned 
approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing  these 
fires .   Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response 
of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
V/ardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on  wildland 
fires,  working  with  other  fire  department  members  under  the  direction  of 
the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members 
are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.   Forest 
Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and 
knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for 
issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
conununity.   In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is 
completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to 
lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that 
you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and 
to  save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm. 
Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not 
a  safe  day  to  burn  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green 1  Thank  you  fo:  being 
fire  safe.

ROAD  AGENT  REPORT  FOR  1991 


With  the  help  of  a  good  crew  this  year,  we  have  accomplished  many 
projects. 

We  blasted  ledge  on  Perkins  Hill  Road  and  the  Bog  Road.  This 
made  some  areas  easier  to  plow  and  safer  on  some  comers  and 
hills.  We  also  widened  the  upper  part  of  Perkins  Hill  Road. 

We  hired  a  contractor  to  come  in  and  bnish-hog  about 
three-quarters  of  the  Town,  v^ich  improved  the  visibility  on 
comers  on  many  of  the  roads.  Next  year  we  plan  to  do  all  of  the 
Town's  roads. 

Another  project  accomplished  was  the  grader-shimming  of  Cass  Mill 
Road  and  five  areas  that  had  been  torn  up.  We  would  like  to  do 
the  Fowler  River  Road,  Brook  Road  and  Mt.  Cardigan  Road  in  1992. 
A  section  on  Brook  Road  and  a  section  from  Doug  Benton's  driveway 
to  the  bridge  by  Robert  Akerman's  property  should  be  ripped  up 
and  regraveled  first. 

The  Highway  Department  did  very  little  bridge  work  this  yeair,  but 
plans  to  do  some  bracing  on  the  Cole  Hill  Road  bridge  next  year. 

I  feel  we  have  made  some  good  improvements  this  year  and  we  have 
been  fortunate  to  have  had  only  a  few  breakdowns  and  our  repairs 
to  equipment  have  been  minor.  Most  repairs  have  been  done  by  the 
Highway  crew,  saving  high  labor  costs. 

We  put  up  enough  sand  this  year  from  the  Town's  lot  and  did  not 
have  to  buy  much  sand,  v^ich  saved  a  considerable  amount  of 
money.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

Your  Health  Officer  has  been  busy  this  year,  having  had  numerous 
complaints  about  septic,  water,  waste  and  hazardous  material 
conditions.   The  major  ones  were  contaminated  water  at  the 
Ledges,  and  illegal  burning  and  dumping  of  solid  waste  in  the 
Town. 

There  are  new  State  laws  on  septic  systems  and  well  water 
protection.   Containers  are  available  at  the  Selectman's  Office 
or  from  the  Health  Officer  for  use  in  getting  drinking  water 
tested.

Our  budget  was  recently  finalized  and  approved  by  the  select- 
men and  budget  conunittee  and  I  can  nov?  give  you  your  figures. 
Our  operating  budget  is  up  over  last  year,  which  is  due  to  having 
to  pick  up  the  whole  year  of  wages  for  our  full  time  attendant, 
and  a  large  increase  in  runs.  Our  revenues  were  also  up  which 
means  your  town's  share  will  not  change  significantly.  Your 
town's  share  for  1992  is  $4,510.46. 

Just  to  report  to  you  on  our  activities  to  date,  we  have  now 
moved  into  our  new  office  space  at  the  ambulance  station  on  South 
Main  Street.  Being  housed  v/ith  our  ambulances  gives  us  a  much 
faster  response  time  on  our  calls  as  we  don't  have  to  drive  down 
from  the  town  office  building  to  take  the  ambulance  out  on  a 
call.  Our  full  time  attendant  has  settled  in  and  is  doing  all  of 
billing  and  related  paper  v/ork,  eliminating  the  need  for  a  secre- 
tary. We  have  also  added  three  new  intermediate  level  EMT's  to 
our  on  call  crew  to  bring  our  area  a  higher  level  of  service.  All 
of  these  things  combine  to  spell  out  a  faster,  more  efficient  and 
higher  quality  of  service  to  the  people  of  the  Newfound  area. 
We  are  looking  forv/ard  to  continuing  to  serve  you.

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LAKES  REGIOK  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


Over  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission 
provided  support  and  assistance  to  the  Town  of  Alexandria  at  both  the 
regional  and  local  levels.  Below  is  a  sample  of  the  services  provided 
as  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

o   Discussed  the  definition  of  "abutter"  for  subdivision 
notification  with  the  Planning  Board  Chairman. 

o   Met  with  the  Planning  Board  Chairman  to  discuss  proper  review 
procedures  for  two  abutting  subdivision  proposals. 

o   Met  with  the  Planning  Board  to  review  the  lot  line  adjustment 
concept  and  procedure. 

o   Reviewed  with  Planning  Board  the  concept  of  non-conforming  lots 
and  procedure  for  review  of  development  proposal  which  made  a 
non-conforming  lot  more  non-conforming. 

o   Met  with  Town  Officials  to  discuss  technical  provisions  in  their 
floodplain  ordinance  to  avoid  loosing  eligibility  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  (NFIP) . 

o   Co-hosted  the  annual  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  where 
practicing  attorneys  provide  a  legal  perspective  on  local 
planning,  zoning,  and  procedural  issues. 

o   Presented  three  public  workshops  for  local  land  use  boards  on 

Planning  Board  tools  of  the  trade,  agricultural  lands  and  impact 
fees. 

o   Presented  Legislative  Night,  where  state  legislators  addressed 
water  quality  and  ground  water  legislation  and  solid  waste 
legislation. 

o   Produced  and  distributed  the  draft  Regional  Transportation  Plan  - 
1991  and  held  four  public  hearings  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

o   Continued  services  as  an  Affiliate  State  Data  Center  for  the  1990 
Census.   Distributed  census  information  where  appropriate. 

o   Produced  four  quarterly  newsletters  focusing  on  planning  topics 
and  issues  relevant  to  the  Lakes  Region. 

o   Maintained  a  regional  transportation  planning  program  designed  to 
assist-  members  with  local  and  regional  road  and  traffic  problem 
solving.

Represented  the  Region  on  the  Governor's  appointed  N.H.  Heritage 
Trail  Advisory  Committee. 

Represented  the  Region  on  the  DES  Statewide  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Advisory  Committee. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  Grafton 
County  citizens,  we  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting  the 
following  report  for  your  information. 

During  the  past  year,  the  County  Nursing  Home  has  continued  to 
provide  excellent  care  for  approximately  120  elderly  and  infirm 
residents  while  complying  with  the  increased  demands  of  new 
federal  regulations.  In  November  we  opened  a  unit  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  patients  with  Alzheimer's  disease  and  similar 
afflictions,  which  has  been  very  well  received  by  residents, 
families,  and  staff. 

Inmates  in  the  House  of  Corrections  have  benefited  from  the 
Thresholds/Decision-making  program,  taught  by  volunteers  who  help 
their  clients  prepare  for  more  productive  lives  in  jail  and  on 
the  outside.  A  grant  from  the  Attorney  General's  Office  has  also 
provided  us  with  a  substance  abuse  counselor  for  the  jail. 

New  projects  were  also  initiated  at  the  County  Farm.  The  piggery 
was  reinstituted  (20  piglets  were  born  to  3  sows  in  October),  and 
a  lilac  nursery  was  added  through  the  State  Lilac  Commission 
(lilacs  will  be  ready  for  distribution  to  public  agencies  in  the 
spring) .  The  farm  also  planted  extra  potatoes  for  contribution 
to  local  food  pantries  throughout  the  county,  a  project  we  plan 
to  continue  in  future  years. 

Since  September  the  Commissioners  have  worked  with  the  Sheriff, 
Assistant  Sheriff  and  members  of  the  County  Legislative 
Delegation  to  review  the  County  Dispatch  Center  and  revise  the 
fees  charged  for  telephone  answering  and  radio  dispatching 
services.  Discounts  were  eliminated  for  1992  and  fees  based  on 
actual  use  are  planned  beginning  in  1993.  Copies  of  the  Study 
Committee's  report  are  available  at  the  Commissioners'  Office. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  we  were  able  to  reduce  county  taxes 
while  maintaining  necessary  county  services.  The  Commissioners 
intend  to  continue  to  hold  the  line  on  expenses,  but  do  expect  a 
modest  tax  increase  next  year  due  to  the  elimination  of  surpluses 
generated  by  unanticipated  increases  in  nursing  home  revenues. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS*  REPORT  -  continued 


This  past  year  the  County  distributed  over  $78,000  in  state 
Incentive  Funds  to  local  agencies  to  prevent  out-of-home 
placements  of  troubled  children  and  youth.  The  County  also 
provides  a  Youth  and  Family  Mediation  Program  available  free  of 
charge  in  the  Lebanon,  Littleton,  and  Plymouth  areas. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  has  made  great  strides  in  expanding 
efforts  to  inform  our  constituents  about  county  government. 
Tours  of  county  facilities,  a  mock  trial  for  school  children,  and 
an  open  house  took  place  during  County  Government  Week  in  April, 
and  plans  are  underway  for  an  even  broader  program  for  the  coming 
year  (April  5-11).  We  held  a  special  information  session  for 
local  officials  in  September,  have  spoken  to  school  and  civic 
groups,  and  developed  a  slide  presentation  to  show  people  what 
the  county  does. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  local 
officials  and  agencies  and  the  citizens  for  continued  interest 
and  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  serve  you.  The  public  is 
invited  to  attend  our  regular  meetings  at  9:15  a.m.  on  Thursdays 
at  the  County  Administration  Building  in  North  Haverhill.  The 
Commissioners  also  welcome  the  opportunity  to  speak  or  show  our 
slides  to  students  and  civic  groups.  Please  call  our  office  at 
787-6941  for  further  information  or  to  request  a  speaker.

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NEWFOUND  AREA  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 


The  Newfound  Area  Nursing  Association  Board  of  Directors  has 
voted  to  seek  a  10%  increase  in  town  appropriation  for  1992 
as  follows; 

Bristol  -  $16,077. 

New  Hampton  -   $7,503. 

Bridgewater  -   $3,765. 

Alexandria  -   $3,765. 

The  reason  for  seeking  an  increase  is  due  to  the  dramatic  in- 
crease in  demand  for  service.  During  the  first  ten  months  of 
1991,  we  have  experienced  a  60%  increase  in  total  number  of 
home  visits  over  the  same  period  in  1990.  Of  further  signifi- 
cance is  the  fact  that  1990  reflected  a  50%  increase  over 
1989.  We  are  projecting  a  total  of  12,000  home  visits  for 
1991  as  compared  to  7,425  in  1990. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  home  visits  from  the 
nurses,  therapists,  and  home  health  aides,  NANA  has  provided 
3,162  hours  of  homemaker  service  during  the  first  three  quar- 
ters of  1991.  We  are  projecting  4,216  hours  by  year  end. 

We  have  noted  a  significant  increase  in  attendance  to  our 
various  clinics  as  well.  The  thrust  of  these  clinics  offered 
is  to  maintain  health  and  prevent  disease.  The  "Well  Child" 
Clinic,  the  Immunization  Clinic,  the  Woman  and  Infant  Child- 
ren Clinic,  the  Hypertension  Screening,  the  Health  Screening, 
and  the  Foot  Care  Clinics  are  all  examples  of  our  effort  to 
promote  health  in  the  Newfound  Area. 

With  a  high  unemployment  rate  during  the  past  two  years,  in- 
dividuals without  health  insurance  have  sometimes  elected  to 
forego  the  cost  of  health  maintenance  and  disease  prevention. 

The  total  of  our  request  to  all  four  towns  equals  less  than 
6%  of  our  total  budget  for  1992.  It  is  however,  an  extremely 
important  and  integral  part  of  our  operation.  We  are  proud  of 
our  service  record  to  the  Newfound  Area.  To  date  we  have  ac- 
cepted all  referral  for  service  in  our  four  Towns.  Without 
Town  support  this  would  not  be  possible.

Again  this  year,  Tri-County  Community  Action  Program  would 
like  to  request  funding  assistance  -for  our  Outreach  Program  in 
Alexandria  in  order  to  provide  necessary  social  services.  For 
1992  ,  we  would  like  to  request  *  360.00  -From  your  town. 

Our  Outreach  Coordinator,  Joyce  Wei  don  ,  Outreach 
Center  have  salary  and  of-fice  expenses  paid  -for  three  (3)  months 
o-F  the  year  by  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program  Grant  that  we  receive. 
The  funds  to  keep  the  local  Outreach  office  open  the  nine  (9) 
months  of  the  year  come  from  your  town  and  those  of  your  neigh- 
bors and  some  of  the  Community  Services  Block  Grant  funds  re- 
ceived. 

Because  of  the  reduction  in  federal  funds  received  for  our 
Outreach  Program,  we  are  asking  for  your  continued  financial 
assistance  with  a  modest  increase.  We  are  able  to  keep  our 
request  for  funds  from  the  towns  modest,  at  this  time,  as  a 
result  of  a  small  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  assist 
homeless  persons/families  throughout  the  northern  three  counties. 

In  summary,  this  past  year  we  have  served  50  households  of 
99  people  provided  76  client  service  units,  in  additipn  to  as- 
sisting area  families  with  approximately  *  45,295.70  in  direct 
services  or  products.

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PLYMOUTH  AREA  TASK  FORCE  -  continued 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 


The  Task  Force  Against  Domestic  and  Sexual  Violence, 
formerly  Plymouth  Area  Crisis  Services,  is  a  non-profit 
volunteer  organization,  which  provides  assistance  to  adult 
victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence.   The  Task  Force,  a 
member  group  of  the  New  Hampshire  Coalition  Against  Domestic 
and  Sexual  Violence,  serves  18  towns:  Alexandria,  Ashland, 
Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Campton,  Dorchester,  Ellsworth,  Groton, 
Hebron,  Holderness,  Lincoln,  Plymouth,  Rumney,  Thornton, 
Waterville  Valley,  Warren,  Wentworth,  and  North  Woodstock. 
It  is  the  only  organization  of  its  kind  in  southeastern 
Grafton  County. 

Since  its  inception  in  1981,  the  organization  has 
maintained  a  24-hour  crisis  line,  staffed  by  25  volunteers 
who  provide  legal  advocacy,  emergency  shelter, 
transportation,  food,  emotional  support  services,  and 
referrals  to  its  clients.   Organization  members  also 
coordinate  and  conduct  community  outreach  programs. 

Providing  support  services  to  the  volunteers  are  the 
three  staff  members:   Resources  Director,  Administrative 
Director  and  Support  Services  Director.   All  three  are 
supervised  by  the  seven-member  Board  of  Directors. 

In  the  past  nine  years,  Task  Force  members  have  answered 
over  1,900  calls  from  all  the  towns  it  services.   Many  of 
these  calls  have  been  referred  to  us  by  the  local  police 
departments,  the  court,  physicians,  counselors  and 
therapists.   District  Court  Judge  Edwin  Kelly  is  a  long-time 
organization  supporter. 

Except  for  a  moderate  fee  for  those  shelter  residents 
who  can  afford  it,  all  services  are  free  to  all  victims  of 
sexual  or  domestic  violence  in  the  towns  the  Task  Force 
serves.   Volunteers  and  staff  adhere  strictly  to  NH  law  ( RSA 
173-B:21),  which  requires  that  they  maintain  confidentiality 
with  regard  to  persons  served  by  them  and  files  kept  by  the 
organization.   Also,  as  required  by  law  (RSA  173-C  Privilege 
Bill),  all  information  received  by  a  volunteer  or  staff 
member  in  the  course  of  a  relationship  with  a  victim  is 
confidential.   This  law  allows  the  Task  Force  to  keep  its 
location  from  being  made  public. 
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LAKES  REGION  COMMUNITY  SERVICES  COUNCIL 


Dear  Selectmen: 

During  the  past  year,  Lakes  Region  Community  Services  Council  has 
continued  to  provide  transportation  services  to  some  of  the 
developmental ly  disabled  in  Alexandria.  Our  other  services 
continue  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  lives  of  all  the 
developmental ly  disabled,  providing  more  work  experiences  and 
rehabilitative  activities  for  them.  At  the  same  time,  we  are 
making  very  successful  efforts  at  cost  containment.  For  example, 
we  have  increased  our  van  fleet  from  20  to  24  vehicles  and 
measured  our  past  year's  mileage  at  over  half  a  million  miles. 
Yet,  we  have  been  able  to  hold  our  overall  transport  costs  level. 

Last  year,  the  town  of  Alexandria  gave  LRCSC  $600.  This  amount 

was  greatly  appreciated  and  went  directly  into  the  purchase  of 

new  vehicles.     We   are   deeply   understanding   of  the   fiscal 

pressures  that  town  governments  now  face  and  we  are  committed  to 

not  adding  to  this  burden.  As  I  have  promised  not  to  increase 
our  requests,  we  would  like  to  ask  for  the  identical  amount  that 
we  received  from  you  last  year,  $600. 

Later  in  the  year,  I  plan  on  coming  out  to  a  Selectmen's 
Committee  meeting  as  I  have  in  the  past,  where  I  could  answer  any 
specific  questions  on  our  many  services  and  scope  of  our 
responsibilities  in  the  town  of  Alexandria.

Dear  Selectmen: 

We  realize  your  1992  budget  appropriation  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  Rabies  Control  Law  will  be  of  the  greatest  importance  to  you 
and  your  residents.  So  we  are  sending  our  1992  request  esurly. 

Nothing  has  changed.  Our  fee  remains  the  same  at  $60.00  per 
stray  dog.  There  is  no  charge  for  stray  cats.  Also,  when  an 
owner  reclaims  their  pet,  we  charge  the  owner  and  not  the  town. 
Once  a  stray  dog  is  brought  to  us,  you  can  forget  the  problem  as 
we  hold  the  animal,  see  to  any  veterinarian  needs,  try  to  locate 
the  owner,  hold  it  for  court  action,  when  necessary,  and 
eventually  either  place  or  destroy  the  animals.  This  has  proven 
to  be  an  inexpensive  program  for  v^at  can  be  a  long  drawn  out 
nuisance. 

For  the  year  1992,  the  N.  H.  Humane  Society  offers  your  town  an 
animal  control  agreement  which  will  provide  your  Animal  Control 
Officer  (ACO)  and  residents  with  an  excellent  community  service. 
Our  budget  appropriation  request  for  1992  is  $360.  We  derived  at 
this  total  from  your  1990  stray  animal  count  which  is  the  most 
accurate  method  of  determining  this  expense  (6  stray  dogs  x 
$60=$360 ) .  This  expense  appropriation  has  been  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.
